lega lly reta ined from the policyhold­ 
ers nor la wfully used by the society, 
a nd tha t the profits due the policy­ 
holders, except the 7 per cent divi­ 
dends. is now a ttempted to be swept 
a side by the stockholders’ cla ims. 
Two other pha ses of the Equita ble

J ustice 
McLea n in the supreme court ha s re­ 
served decision in the ca se of Herbert 
G. Tull, a policyholder, who a pplied 
for a n injunction restra ining the so 
ciety’s officers from ta king a ny fur­ 
ther proceedings to obta in a n a mend­ 
ed cha rter for the society.

The a rrest of Mr. Bigelow fol­ 
lowed his confession to the boa rd of 
directors of the ba nk tha t he wa s a 
defa ulter to the extent of $1.450,000. 
Following Mr. Bigelow’s confession, 
he wa s removed from the presidency 
of the ba nk a nd the fa cts in the ca se 
were la id betore the federa l a uthori­ 
ties. 
The compla int cha rges tha t Bigelow 
a s president of the First Na tiona l 
ba nk, embezzled 
a sum exceeding 
$100,000. 
A compla int a nd wa rra nt 
identica l with those in Bigelow’s ca se, 
wrere ma de out to Henry G. Goll, a s­ 
sista nt ca shier of the ba nk, but Goll 
could not be found. 
President Bigelow wa s ta ken before 
United Sta tes Commissioner Blood 
good, where he wa ived a hea ring a nd 
wa s held to the federa l gra nd jury un­ 
der $25,000 bond. 
Dr. Hora ce N. 
Brown a nd Arthur N. McGooch cer­ 
tified a s sureties a nd Mr. Bigelow wa s 
relea sed. The next federa l gra nd jury 
ha s not yet been summoned, but it is 
expected it will meet some time next 
month. 
The a nnouncement of the defa lca ­ 
tion wa s followed by a rush of deposi­ 
tors to withdra w their money from the 
First Na tiona l a nd from the Wiscon­ 
sin Trust compa ny, the sa vings de 
pa rtment of the ba nk.
